Close to 400 Crowsnest Pass resi¬ 
dents attended a Social Credit meet¬ 
ing held in the Elks Hall on Thurs¬ 
day night May 17 to hear Premier 
E. C. Manning and Ernie Patterson 
Federal Social Credit Candidate 
Macleod Constituency speak. Chair¬ 
man of the meeting was Joe Han- 
rahan, while Mayor Aboussafy wel¬ 
comed and introduced the two 
guest speakers and also William 
Kovach MLA of Hillcrest. 

Premier Manning thumped the 
pegging of the Canadian dollar and 
the steadily dropping buying power 
of the Canadian Dollar. This to¬ 
gether with continual rise in price 
of goods he claimed has priced Can¬ 
ada out of the world markets. Mr. 
Manning stated that many countries 
would like to purchase Canadian 
made goods but the price level is so 
high that the buyers could not stand 
the Canadian price as compared to 
price of similar goods such as those 
produced in countries like East 
Germany. 

He also commented on the con¬ 
stant rise of the Federal debt which 
is now in the neighborhood of over 
$32 billion thus making every man 
woman and child in Canada in debt 
to the tune of $1750.00. He also 
mentioned the rise in levels of tax¬ 
ation all over the country stating 
that it was costing Canadians $1,- 
165,000.00 an hour for taxes. 

The premier also Spoke on the 
unemployment problem in Canada 
today stating that the labour force 
is growing iu size daily and the jobs 
are becoming scarcer due to much 
automation. 

Premier Manning also spoke on 
the tories claim that they had ar¬ 
ranged for a terrific increase of 
sale of wheat to Red China but he 
stated that he doubted very much 
if the wheat got to the needy people 
of China. He mentioned the Federal 
Government’s sniping at the United 
States who have been a good neigh¬ 
bor to Canada. He mentioned the 
fact that during the war time when 
gas was rationed in Canada and 
the States, the Americans who had 
more gas than Canada shared the 
gas so that Canadians and Ameri¬ 
cans received like amounts. He also 
pointed out that when Canada had 
gas to export, the Americans opened 
up a market for Canadian gas in¬ 
stead of developing their own wells 
in order to assist Canada. At this 
time the tory government, he said 
hindered the export of gas. 

Premier Manning also credited 
high interest rates in Canada as be¬ 
ing the cause of much of the grief 
the country is presently exper¬ 
iencing. He remarked on the Tory 
tight money policy of a few years 
ago that forced Canadians to go to 
the New York money markets for 
loans and now with the pegging 
of the Canadian dollar, Canadians 
are paying a high penalty for their 
loans. 

In his closing remarks the Premier 
stated that there were between 210 
and 240 Social Credit Candidates in 


the field for the Federal election 
and urged all in this area to strong¬ 
ly consid ,r the value of Social Credit 
Member in Ottawa. 

Ernie Patterson then gave a short 
address speaking on the effects the 
pegging of the Canadian dollar has 
had on the country. Mr. Patterson 
mentioned that the Conservative 
member had claimed credit for 
havuig arranged for the sale of 
700.900 tons of coal to Japan. Mr. 
Patterson pointed out this order 
was not totally for Alberta but that 
the major portion of this order was 
given to British Columbia mines. 
Mr. Patterson stated the Conserva¬ 
tive government claimed credit for 
being responsible for erection of gas 
plants in Pincher Creek and area 
but Mr. Patterson pointed out that 
the Conservative government were 
against the export of gas because 
they had been doubtful if there was 
enough to supply Canada. He added 
that because of the Government of 
Alberta’s foresight under Premier 
Manning, gas plants were built in 
Alberta and the Social Credit Gov¬ 
ernment saw to it that the bi pro¬ 
duct plants were elected in Canada 
so that the valuable products were 
removed before export. Mr. Patter¬ 
son also stated that the Tory Gov¬ 
ernment were claiming they had 
given $no million tax money to 
Alberta, but he said, they forgot 
to mention that they took $360 
million dollars out of the province 
in taxes. 

Mr. Patterson also knocked the 
Conservative’s platform of their ad¬ 
vising Canadians vote for a candi¬ 
date who represents the government 
in power. How can they, he asked 
predict who will be the next gov¬ 
ernment in power? 

Following the meeting a lunch 
was served at the Satellite Cafe 
where some fifty persons had the 
opportunity of meeting the Prem¬ 
ier. During the lunch Premier Man- 
rting was presented with an oil 
painting of Crowsnest Mountain for 
which he expressed his appreciation. 
During a question period held Mr. 
Manning was asked if there was any 
industry lined up for the Pass dis¬ 
trict. He stated that there was a 
terrific potential for industry in 
this area and that a good deal of 
promotion work was being done by 
the government to bring industry 
to Alberta. Location of the industry, 
stated Mr. Manning was up to the 
industry itself. Although it appears 
he said that industry prefers larger 
centres from where to draw labour 
forces and other factors, the gov¬ 
ernment prefers decentralized in¬ 
dustry, rather than a concentration 
in one area. He said "I have very 
strong belief that the coal industry 
will make a comeback for fuel for 
electric energy." He mentioned the 
possibility of thermal power plants 
with the United States being a 
potential consumer. He added that 
the government has had several 
serious enquiries regarding this dur¬ 
ing the past two to three years. 


if approved, will be arranged through 
the facilities of the Coleman Light 
and Water Company, a utility al¬ 
ready owned by the town.

of your pet fishing spot,” the ad¬ 
vertisements suggest. 

The need for individual Albertans 
to have a good knowledge of the 
tourist attractions in their own com¬ 
munities, and for their efforts to 
have informative local directional 
signs to points of interest erected, 
is stressed, as well as the importance 
of being friendly, courteous and 
helpful to visitors the year round. 

Vacationers spend more than 
$70,000,000 in Alberta annually — 
most of it during the peak vacation 
months of July and August. The 
travel bureau is emphasizing the 
province’s off-season attractions, 
too; skiing in winter and hunting 
in fall. 

A demonstration of your genuine 
"friendeousness”, the bureau hopes, 
will encourage tourists to enjoy their 
visit here, prolong their stay, return 
again and recommend Alberta to 
their friends. 

The goal for the industry is to 
double its volume and value an¬ 
nually. 

Food retailers, store keepers, res¬ 
taurant owners and service station 
operators — since their operations 
could easily handle increased tourist 
business without additional expense 
of overhead — would share in the 
bulk of the tourist revenue.

Still in command, but with the 
doubtful pleasure of an examiner 
on board for polite and tricky con¬ 
versation, teen pilots- will then direct 
their vehicles over a preselected 'in 
traffic’ route guaranteed to include 
all those topographical locations car 
owners tour three extra blocks to 
test that would tax the knowledge 


of highway manual specialists and 
leave the average driver feeling like 
the parents of these teen-age 
road-e-o jockeys when faced with 
a call for assistance on a Grade 12 
algebra problem. 

Basically designed to give young 
people the opportunity to prove and 
improve their driving habits and 
attitudes, the Teen-age Saf^)rivlng 
Road-e-o is open to any rooy, or 
girl, who will not have reached the 
age of 20 by July 5th, 1962. A valid 
and non-marked license (no mov¬ 
ing traffic violations in the last 
six months prior to registration) 
form the remaining pre-requisite 
of entry into Regional Competition. 

Alberta’s hero in the 1961 play¬ 
offs was Bob Russell of Red Deer, 
who crowned his local efforts with 
a second place standing in the Na¬ 
tional event, held in Halifax, Nova 
Scotia. This achievement rewarded

trophy and, best of all, a $750 schol¬ 
arship. 

Apart from the prizes heaped on 
Provincial champions, this year’s 
winner will receive a free trip to 
Victoria, B. C., Where he, or she, 
will meet the other eleven finalists, 
in a six event competition that 
will decide just who gets what. The 
stakes — scholarships of $1,250, 
$750 and $500, for the first three 
driving wizards under the wire, 
and, the reputation of being the 
nation’s safest drivers!

“Fatima” Statue 
To Visit Pass 

The Pilgrim Virgin Statue of Our 
Lady of Fatima'will visit the Catho¬ 
lic Churches in the Crowsnest Pass 
this week bringing with it a very 
important message of peace in our 
world. The Statue will visit the 
Cowley Church on Sunday afternoon 
May 20th, the Bellevue Catholic 
Church on Monday evening May 21, 
the Hillerest Catholic Church on 
Tuesday evening May 22, St. Anne's 
Catholic Church in Blairmore on 
Wednesday evening May 23 and the 
Holy Ghost Catholic Church in Cole¬ 
man on Thursday evening May 24. 

The statue will be accompanied 
by Father Moore who has preached 
to thousands in other countries and 
in South America. He has talked in 
all capital cities over the radio 
warning against Godlessness of 
Communism. Father Moore has been 
inspired by the goodwill of non cath¬ 
olics as well as Catholics everywhere 
to appeal for prayer and pennance 
to save our world and to save souls. 
He feels that even yet if men in 
general would only listen and lead 
better lives, the evil force of Com¬ 
munism will be crushed and the 
world could be saved from the heavy 
threat of an all out war which will 
spell the total destruction of many 
of our larger cities and their peo¬ 
ples. 

Father Moore’s crusade will go to 
other countries and other parts of 
Canada if continued travel is poss¬ 
ible. Godlessness, he says, cannot 
forever reign and God’s Peace will 
eventually be given to the world. 
This is the promise of Mary the 
Immaculate, Mother of God. In the 
end my Immaculate Heart will tri¬ 
umph; Russia will be converted and 
a time of peace will be given to the

The statues of Fatima are carved 
in Fatima, Portugal, and have been 
taken all over the world to be used 
as visual reminders of the predic¬ 
tions of the Virgin Mother Mary. 

A few years ago the song of Our 
Lady of Fatima told some of the 
message to millions through the 
medium of records, radio and tele¬ 
vision. In September, 1952, the movie 
“The Miracle of Fatima” was pro¬ 
duced and since that time has been 
seen by millions all over the world. 

The story regarding the Miracle 
of Fatima occurred after the Blessed 
Virgin appeared six times in 1817, 
the 13th of each month May to 
October, to the three little children 
of Fatima Portugal. The theme and 
appeal of her mesage was pennance 
and prayer of the Rosary. 

On October 13th, the day of last 
apparition, she called herself “Our 
Lady of the Rosary”. On this day 
she worked what is called "The 
Miracle of the Sun”, 70,000 persons 
were present on this occasion. 

The Pilgrim Virgin Statue to visit 
the Pass area was carved in Portugal 
and received at Fatima, May 13th, 
1948, by Father Patrick J. Moore of 
the Scarboro Foreign Mission Soc¬ 
iety. He then flew to Rome and in 
a private audience with the Holy 
Father received a blessing for the 
Statue. Since that time the Pilgrim 
Statue has been taken by Father 
Moore to most of the Carribean Is¬ 
lands, to many South American 
countries, to Alaska and to a number 
of Canadian Dioceses.
